Important Point Overlooked. 


“In hie report Stewart declared that it 
was impossible for the soldiers to have left 
the barracks at Fort Brown, to have gone 
through the town shooting, and to retreat 
to their barracks before Maj. Penrose could 
account for their absence. A study of the 
fort and the portion of the city in which the 
shooting occurred proved that it would have 
been an easy matter for the soldiers to have 
done the thing which Stewart says was im- 
possible. 

*The trouble was confined to a section not 
more than 800 yards from the barracks. It 
is precisely the same distance from the sol- 
diers’ barracks to Maj. Penrose’s quarters. 
If the soldiers were in a conspiracy to com- 
mit murder they could have so arranged it 
that they could have gotten safely back 
within the walls of the fort before the major 
could bave been summoned. 

* This point, one of the most important 
in the investigation of the affair, seems to 
have been entirely overlooked by the Con- 
stitutional league in its defense of the sol- 


diers. 
How Outrage Was Committed. 


„ Sifted to the bottom, the facts are these: 
The soldiers who were engaged in the shoot- 
ing left the barracks under cover. They 
strode through the section of the city within 
two blocks of the barracks, shooting at the 
white men and attacking their houses. Then, 
retreating to the fort, they scaled the three 
foot walls, probably reaching their barracks 
about the time that the fort was being 
aroused. 

“How many soldiers were im the con- 
spiracy I have been unable to learn, but I 

am inclined to think that there were fifteen 
or twenty of them, In the reports sent out 
by the Constitutional league it has been 
stated that the shooting started at Hollow- 
man's saloon. This is not true. Hollow- 


man's place is half a mile from the fort, and 


the soldiers who participated in the riot 
were not in that neighborhood. There is not 
a bullet mark in the saloon, which of itself 
disproves the argument that there was any 
shooting there. None of the Mexicans in the 
neighborhood of the saloon heard a shot on 
the night of the riot. 

“ Sergeant Taylor, a retired negro soldier, 
now in Laredo, Tex., Who was in Browns- 
Ville at the time of the riot, stared with open 
eyed incredulity when it was suggested that 
there might have been an attack by whites 
on the saloon. He had never heard of such 
am occurrence and did not believe it occurred. 
I haven't found many white men here who 
even knew. that the soldiers had asalcom” 
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Philadelphia last summer, and drove its 
president, Frank K. Hipple, to suicide. 

H. O. Havemeyer, president of, and John 
E. Parsons, general counsel for the Amer!i- 
can Sugar Refining company, are among 
the officers named in the legal papers already 
drawn up by the attorneys for George H. 
Tarle Jr., Philadelphia’s great organizer, 
who is receiver for the Pennsylvania Sugar 
Refining company. 

Mr. Earle has laid the allegations of the 
conspiracy, with his evidence, before the at- 
torney general's department at Washing- 
ton, and criminal actions by the federal gov- 
ernment under the Sherman anti-trust law 
are expected. 


Plot to Keep Plant Idle? 


There is a fully equipped modern sugar re- 
finery in Shackamaxon street, on the Dela- 
ware river, in Philadelphia, which has a 


capacity for turning out 4,000 barrels a day,. 


but which has never been operated since it 
was built in 1908. It is charged by Receiver 
Earle that the sugar trust, by chicanery, ob- 
tained control of this refinery and has kept 
it idle, with the intent not only of stifling the 
competition the refinery was built to create 
put of ruining Adolph Segal, who projected it, 
and along with him several thousand inno- 
cent holders of stock and bonds. 

The story, which will be brought out when 
the actions are tried in the United States 
courts in this city, involves the elements of 
opera bouffe as well as tragedy. How Segal, 
a financial schemer, bunkoed the sugar 
trust, it is alleged, out of more than $1,000, - 
000 by selling them a refinery in Camden 
which was so worthless that it can only be 
used as a soap factory, and with the profits 


he received started what he intended to be 


an endless chain of sugar refineries, is the 
humorous opening of the story. 

It grows grim when the machinery of the 
all powerful trust is put into operation to 
ruin and crush Segal, and it becomes tragic 
when the great financial institution of Phil- 
adelphia, with its thousands of depositors 
and its $26,000,000 of trust funds, closes its 
doors and its president is buried ip a suicides 


grave. 
Calls Havemeyer Humorist. 

At the annual meeting of the stockholders 
of the American Sugar Refining company in 
Jersey City last Wednesday President Have- 
meyer told his stockholders that there is no 
legal foundation for Receiver Earle's threat- 
ened proceedings, but at the same time he got 
th stockholders to agree to indemnify the 
officers against loss in any such actions 
When Mr. Earle learned this he laughed and 
declared President Havemeyer was a humor- 
ist.

UNCLE SAM WORLD GROESUS, 


Wealth of United States Reaches 
Stupendous Proportions. 


BREAKS RECORD OF ALL TIME 


Total Riches $107,000,000,000—Rival 
of Combined Powers. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 18.—[Special — 
The United States is the wealthiest nation in 
the world,” said a close friend of President 
Roosevelt's today, who had just gone over 
@ remarkable official report, which is soon 
to be made public. He added: 

“In a brief span of young Mfe this infant 
nation hase broken all records relating to 
the accumulation of richem We are begin- 
ning to think in billions, instead of millions, 
Take Kk any way you like, our affluence out- 
strips anything ever known before. 

“Our country has more actual money, 
more gold, a larger volume of exports, 
greater banking facilities, richer farms, more 
productive mines, more railroads, more in- 
ternal commerce, more millionaires, more 
well to do tradesmen, more independent 
farmers, more highly paid laborers, and a 
greater distribution of luxuries than any 
other has enjoyed since time began.“ 


High Water Mark for Gold. 

To prove all this some facts are gleaned 
at random from the reports gathered by the 
statistical department of the treasury. 

One day last October Uncle Sam had gath- 
ered into his money storehouse in Washing- 
ton the greatest amount of gold ever collected 
in one place in the history of the world—gold 
representing $871,898,890. This was indeed 
the high water mark. There was in one little 
room more gold than was in circulation in 
Great Britain. 

The costliest governmental establishment 
in the world is the British navy, upon which 
$1,500,000,000 has been expended within the 
last ten years. Yet three individual Ameri- 
cans—Rockefeller, Carnegie, and Clark— 
could have paid the whole bill and have 
pocket money left. 


Lead in Individual Wealth. 

When it comes to individual wealth we 
have dosen of citizens who are worth more 
than all the kings and rulers of the world, 
taken collectively or severally. The czar is 
reputed to have a greater income than any 
other living man, but his private fortune is 
so mixed up with government revenues that 
it is impossible to separate them. If dis- 
tinction could be made John D. Rockefeller 
undoubtedly could make comparison with 
Nicholas and show the biggest revenue. 

Leopold, king of the Belgians, is the rich- 
est monarch in Burope after the czar. Al- 
though his income from the state is but 
$1,700,000 a year, his business interests are 
so large and the income from the Congo 
Free State so great, it is estimated he gath- 
ers $5,000,000 annually. Senator Clark has 
an income that ia at least three times ase 
great. 

Alphonso XIII. hee $1,400,000 a year to 
provide a style that should surround 3 
king, but Col. John Jacob Astor could 
easily outstrip this youthful monarch if he 
felt disposed. The kaiser receives a email

Probably the best way of illustrating the 
actual extent of Uncle Sam's riches is to 
state if he could convert all the assets into 
money he would have nearly four times as 
much as is required to pay off the entire na- 
tional debt of all the governments in the 
world including his own. Last year there 
was more than §25,000,000 in excess of ex- 
penditures.

BATTLE TO BE TITANIC, 


Both Governor and Officials of 
the Company Determined to 
Definitely Settle the 
Controversy. 


Suit to foree an accounting to the state by 
the Illinois Centra! railroad, equivalent to c- 
tion to recover millions of dollars in dark 
taxes, will be filed in the Supreme court at 
Springfield today by Attorney General W. HN. 
Stead. It was to cover the expense involve@ — 
in this suit that Gov. Deneen asked the leg- 
islature to appropriate $150,000. 

The period for which the accounting is 
asked is from 1877, when the Illinois Central = 
first acquired contro} of mileage other than 
that granted by charter provision, to the 
present date.

preme court has original jurisdiction in a 
suits relating to revenues.

Report of Work Done and Results 
Achieved by Forces Working 
Against Sale of Liquor Shows 
Marked Gains in 1906, Both in This 
Country and Abroad — Southern 
States Rapidly Are Voting Against 
Licensing of Saloons. 


Thirty million people in America, or more 

than one-third of the nation’s population, 
are living under a prohibition law, says the 
annual report of the Agsociated Prohibition 
Press, a news service furnishing news rela- 
tive to the prohibition movement, which has 
its headquarters in Chicago. 
The report, which is a résumé of the results 
accomplished by the various forces working 
for prohibition, states that the prohibitory 
area in foreign countries has been greatly 
increased during the year. 

In the United States the territory gained by 
the prohibitionists is large. In Tennessee 
1,835 out of 1,848 towns have shut out saloons 
under the local option law, and 1,732,737 peo- 
ple out of a total population of 2,020,616 live 


under prohibition. 

In Arkansas the advance of prohibition has 
been equally marked, for eleven-twelfths of 
the territory and two-thirds of the population 
have prohibition. The aggregate vote on the 
liquor question in that state changed from a 
licensee majority of 52,358 in 1894 to a prohibi- 


tion majority of 15,618 in 1906. 
In Georgia, 103 out of 187 counties in the 


state have prohibition. 

Indiana is reported as having 649 townships 
and 40 cities; without saloons and Ohio has 
1,200 dry townships. Vermont and New 
Hampshire, which repealed their prohibitory 
laws, are said to be returning to the fold, 
Vermont having but 25 licensed towns out of 
a total of 140, and in New Hampshire the 
increase for prohibition during 1906 is given 


as 175 per cent. 
Says Crime Is Decreased. 


Minneapolis is given as an example of a 
arge city which has enforced Sunday closing 
with good effects. Mayor Jones is quoted 
as saying that Sunday arrests since the law 
had been enforced were 25 per cent less than 
under the wide open policy. He esti- 
mated that Sunday closing was saving the 
people of Minneapolis $1,000,000 annually. 

The police records in St. Louie under a year 
of Sunday closing are said to show a decrease 
of 71 per cent in Sundey arrests for drunken- 
nese and 55 per cent decrease in the total 
number of Sunday arrests. In Kansas City the 
Sunday closing enforcement is declared to 
have reduced Sunday arreste for all causes 
75 per cent. Similar results are said to have 
been attained in Omaha. Indianapolis, Louis- 
ville, and other cities. 


Predicts “Dry Sunday” in Chicago. 

With reference to Chicago, the report sets 
forth that the agitation here *' bids fair to 
soon. end the ‘wide open’ Sunday policy 
which has continued uninterruptedly for 
three decades. The experience of San Fran- 
cisco immediately after the fire ie given a⸗ 
an example of the beneficent influence of 
prohibition applied seven days in the week. 

It is also pointed out that fraternal! orders, 
especially those maintaining life insurance 
for members, have taken a decided stand 
against liquor. During the year the oddfel- 
lows of New York, Masonic fraternity of 
33 Pythias adopted ironciad regu- 
lations barring from their ranks drinkers or 
men connected with the liquor business.

HEAT IN JANUARY FATAL. 


DEATH RATE FOR WEEK EXCEEDS 
FIGURE FOR NINE YEARS. 


Abnormally High Temperature, Ex- 
cess of Humidity, and Deficiency of 
Sunshine Given by Health. Depart- 
ment as Cause for Ratio of 17.29 
Per Cent—Pneumonia Holds First 
Rank in List of Diseases—338,884 
Pounds of Foodstuff Condemned. 


Health conditions in Chicago, according to 
the weekly bulletin issued by the city’s 
health department, have not been so bad in 
the last eight years, when the city suffered 
an epidemic of influenza. 

The abnormally high temperature, an ex- 
cess of humidity, and a deficiency of sun- 
shine all contribute to an unusually high 
death rate, the figure for the week being 
17.29, the highest since 1899. As compared 
with the record for the same period in 1906, 
the mortality rate in 1907 is 17 per cent 
greater.‘ 


Pneumonia Holds First Place. 

The number of deaths from all causés dur- 
ing the week ending Saturday was 699, of 
which pneumonia was responsible for 177, 
consumption 93, and heart disease 54. Five 
persons took their own lives, and thirty-four 
were victims of violence. Four deaths from 
typhoid fever were reported. 

In his comments on weather conditions 
Dr. Whalen says: 

If the gods who guide the weather ma- 
chine would only give Chicago a normal 
January temperature, a snow blanket four 
or five inches deep, and an occasional hour 
of sunshine, the state of Chicago's health 
would quickly improve.“ 

A total of 1,507 examinations were made 
during the week by the Jaboratory—132 bac- 
teriological and 1,875 chemical. 


Food Inspectors’ Work. 

Inspectors in the “loop district’’ condemned 
and destroyed 33,339 pounds of foodstuffs. 
This included 18,900 pounds of fish, 7,908 
pounds of canned goods, and 3,735 pounds of 
poultry. 

The meat inspectors at the Union stock- 
yards condemned and destroyed 305,546 
pounds of foodstuffs. 

The dairy inspectors visited sixty-five 
dairies and inepeoted 1,875 cows. The milk 
from eleven of these dairies was ex@uded 
from the city because wet malt was being 
fed to the cows.

CLARA BOSSE, WHO DUPED PO- 
LICE, ARRESTED IN NEW YORK. 


Young Woman, Who, Under the Name 
ot “Margaret Maillard,” Caused 
Leng Search for Father by Telling 
Strange Romance, Charged with 
Working Servant Game — Admits 
Identity and Confesses She Stole 


from Parents. 


New York, Jan. 183.—[Special.]—Clara Bosse, 
formerly of Chicago, where, according to the 
police, she is wanted for forgery, and who, 
as Margaret Maillard,“ has attained some 
notoriety here and caused police headquarters 
considerable anxiety, was arrested today on 
the charge of being a clever house thief. Her 
arrest was brought about by a man who 
claimed to have recognized her portrait in 
the papers as that of a woman who had 
robbed his house. 


Fake Romance Fools Police. 

Miss Bosse last interested the police in a 
search for her father, who, she said, had 
left his Muncie, Ind., home because of his 
daughter's engagement to a man of whom he 
did not approve. 

Nothing more was heard of her until a 
few nights ago, when she was found bound 
and gagged in a lonely spot on the out- 
skirte of the Bronx near an Italian set- 
tlement. She said that she had been at- 
tacked and robbed by four Italians and sub- 
sequently in court claimed to identify one 
of the two Italian suspects who had been 
arrested as one of her assailants. 


Wanted to Get Shakedown.“ 

The prisoners had many witnesses to alibis, 
but so convincing was the woman’s story 
that the prisoners were held in $3,000 each 
for further hearing. 

In her confession Miss Bosse is alleged to 
have said that her purpose was to shake 
down the Itallans, who, she was satisfied, 
would make good the $26 of which she assert- 
ed she had been robbed. 

The girl admitted that her real name was 
Clara Bowse, and that until last August she 
lived with her parents im Chicago. At that 
time she left home after robbing her parents 
of everything of value, and in company with 
a man went to Muncie, Ind. 

She staid in Muncie until three months 
ago and then came to New York, still accom- 
panied by the man, and began working the 
servant girl game. She declared she had 
robbed eight families besides that of the man 
who confronted her in the station house.

Borden, Said to 
Have Robbed Systematically. 


With the arrest of Hilda Skog, formerly a 
domestic in the employ of Mrs. William Bor- 
den, 88 Bellevue place, the police of the 
Desplaines street station believe they have 
unraveled the mystery which surrounded the 
disappearance of jewelry and silverware 
from several north side homes. 

The girl was taken in custody on Friday 
and was held at the police station without 
being booked, it having been hoped by her 
former employers that articles alleged to 
have been taken would be returned, but the 
hope was vain and last night the nature of 
the charges against the girl became known. 

According to the police, the girl has con- 
fessed to have robbed systematically persons 
by whom she was employed, her plan being 
to take only one or two articles at a time, and 
those of such nature that their disappear- 
ance, under ordinary circumstances, would 
not be discovered.

W. T. STEAD SEEKS TO INTEREST 
POPE IN MOVEMENT. 


Writes Letter to Cardinal Merry Del 
Val, Papal Secretary of State, as to 
Enlisting Pontiff! in International 
Proſeet— Purpose Is to Have Head 
of Church Issue Encyclical on Lim- 
itation of Armaments — American 
Students Received. 


ROME, Jan. 13.— W. T. Stead, in his efforts 
to interest Pope Pius in an international 
peace movement, wrote Cardinal Merry del 
Val, the papal secretary of state, inclosing 
a letter to the pope, in which he described 
his ideas as to the action the vatican should 
take and pointing out the enormous moral 
influence such action by the pope would 
create. 

Pope Pius todmy received the students of 
the American college in Rome, who were pre- 
sented by Mgr. Kennedy, the rector of the 
college. Mgr. Kennedy said the American 
students were more numerous than. those of 
any other nationality attending institutions 
of learning here, there being 120 at the col- 
lege.

ONLY WAY, HE ASSERTS. 


Business Interests Continue to 
Fight Against Another

HAVANA, Jan. 18. Batter Clark Howell 
of the Atlanta Constitution is absolutely in 
fa of some kind of a protectorate over 
Cuba. It would be folly of the worst kind, 
he says, to attempt to reéstablish a republic. 
This is the decision arrived at by the editor, 
who is visiting Havana in company with 
other prominent Geo „ Including James 
R. Gray, editor of the Atlanta Journal; H. M. 
Atkinson, presidemt of the Atlanta, Birming- 
ham and Atlantic railroad; and W. H. Par- 
ker, formerly vice president of the Rock 
Island system. 

Points Out Grave Status. 

All indorsed what Mr. Howell said. The 
latter continued: 

We are greatly pleased with Havana, but 
distressed to hear on every side talk of revo- 
lution in the event Uncle Sam removes the 
troops. Another attempt at self-govern- 
ment under less advantageous  circum- 
stances would mean worse disaster than the 
first trial. The United States must protect 
the Cuban people, foreign interests, and 
property, and should at once declare its pol- 
icy to relieve the strain which is paralyzing 
business. A protectorate seems the only 
solution.” 

On leaving Gov. Magoon Mr. Howell said he 
hoped the governor or some other good man 
would remain in the palace. Gov. Magoon re- 
plied that he hoped lt would be the other 
fellow. 

Speaks for Property Rights. 

Mr. Spellman, president of the Colonia 
Sugar company, who is returning to New 
York, said: 

When the American soldiers leave Cuba 
the Constancea plantation is for sale at alow 
price. The whole world is laughing at the 
idea of establishing another republic. The 
commercial interests all nations are 
aroused and we must have protection or we 
are lost, and the sooner we know our true 
condition the better. Washington has the 
facts, and is fully aware that unless there is 
to be some form of stable government given 
the island it will be impossible to raise sugar 
or live here in safety. The situation is seri- 
ous.”’ 


ANTI-PRIEST RIOTS IN SPAIN. 


Gigantic Demonstrations Held at Bil- 
bao and San Sebastian, Where 
30,000 Parade Streets. 


MADRID, Jan. 18.—There was a gigantic 
anti-clerical demonstration at Bilbao today 
which was attended by some Noting. The 
government’s energetic precautions in hoM- 
ing the garrison in readiness prevented se- 
rious disturbances. There was a similar man- 
ifestation at San Sebastian, where 80,000 per- 
sons paraded about the town. The demon- 
stration, however, passed off peaceably.

Chicago Actress Who Died Following ||SAYS CUBA'S HOPE Abu ng MAN; BSCAPBS. 


TWO LEAP FROM FLEEING can 
AND TAKE VICTIM HOME. 


Sa ibert Griffith, Strack by Speeding 
Motor in Michigan Avenue, Near 
Nineteenth Street, Sustains Injuries 
Which May Cost His Life—Scorch- 
ers Flee as Policeman in Another 
Ante Gives Pursuit—Wounded Man 
Taken from Garage. 


Albert Griffith, 50 years old, who lives at 
2007 Wabash avenue, said to be a stockyards 
salesman, was perhape fatally injured when 
he was struck by an automobile in Michigan 
avenue between Eighteenth and Nineteenth 
streets last night. He was taken to his home 
by two men, who leaped from the machineas 
it was running away, at Twentyfifth street 
and Michigan avenue, while being pursued by 
Park Policeman James Logan and a Victoria 
hotel chauffeur. 

The accident occurred shortly after 7 
o’clock. Griffith, according to witnesses, was 
crossing Michigan avenue just north of Nine 
teenth street, when a large touring car con- 
taining four men and running at a high rate 
of speed struck him, throwing him almost 
across the sidewalk. 

After striking Griffith, the chauffeur slowed 
down the machine, turned it around at Bight- 
eenth street, and, running directly past where 
Grifith had been struck, dashed south in 
Michigan avenue. 


Pursuit in Auto Futile. 

Dr. A. O. Jones, 748 Thirty-first street, and 
Park Policeman Logan, who witnessed the 
accident, carried Griffith to a nearby auto- 
mobile stand, run by Arthur Young, and 
whilé Dr. Jones was attending the injured 
man Logam leaped into an automobile with 
Chauffeur Young and gave chase to the fiee- 
ing car. 

At Twenty-fifth street the runaway car was 
slowed down and two of the occupants, the 
police say, were allowed to alight. The ma- 
chine started south again immediately, and 
the former occupants disappeared before Lo- 
gan and Young reached the corner. 

The policeman and Young still gave chase 
to the fleeing car, following it to Forty-third 
street, where it left the boulevard and disap- 


peared. 

Returning to the automobile stand at the 
hotel and inquiring for Griffith, Logan 
learned that two men had entered the garage 
shortly after the accident, who, after learn- 
ing Griffith’s name and address, volunteered 
to take him to his home. Dr. Jones, having 
attended the man as best he could, allowed 
them to take Griffith away. 


Identity of Scorchers Hid. 

The policeman, with the doctor and chauf- 
feur, then went to the address Griffith had 
given. He was found in hig room, but de- 
clared to the policeman that the men who 
brought him there were strangers. Further 
examination of Griffith by the doctor proved 
that he had suffered a compound fracture of 
the chest bone and three broken riba. 

The police are certain that the occupants of 
the car, who were let out at Twenty-fifth 
street, returned to the scene of the accident 
and removed Griffith to his home, destroying 
every possible clew as to who the occupants 
of the car were. 


EVANSTON FINES FAST AUTOS 
NEARLY $3,000 IN LAST YEAR. 


Suburbs Police Chief Reports Capture 
of 200 Speed Law Breakers—Ma- 
jority from Chicago. 


Accoréing to figures quoted by Col. A. 8. 
Frost, chief of the Evanston police, the 
suburb netted from its crusade against auto- 
ig neta in the last year between $2,500 and 

8,000. 

In his annual report to the mayor Chief 
Frost states that the number of autoists ar- 
rested was 200. The minimum fine for this 
offense was 810, while the assessment fre- 
quently was $15 or $18. The estimate made 


by Police Magistrate Boyer was that the | 


average fine was between $12.50 and $15. 
Not one-half of the total was required to de- 
fray the expense of the trap and the 
speedometer systems of surveillance. 

In speaking of the automobile nuisance the 
chief wrote: 

It has been the custom to allow vehicles 
with Chicago licenses to use our streets with- 
out charge. Nearly all the automobiles vic- 
lating our ordinances have Chicago licenses, 
and in view of the damage to our streets 
by this clase of vehicle it would seem advie- 
able to withdraw this courtesy and require 
an Evanston license for every automobile 
found upon our streets. With the power 
of revoking licenses reposed in the mayor 
this would be an effective weapon against 
chronic speed violators. 

“It is understood that the automobilists 
are going to ask the present legielature for 
a bill taking the licensing power away from 
cities and towns and vesting it in the state. 
This is such a vital blow to home rule in 
the cities that it should be resisted to the 
utmost.”’

Illness of John S. Miller Will Prevent 
Plea in Federal Court Tomor- 
row on Indictments. 


The Standard Oll company is not ready to 
plead not guilty to the indictments returned 
against it by the federal grand jury last 
August, and when the case is called in Judge 
Landis’ court tomorrow an extension of time 
will be asked for by Attorney John S. Miller.

Even if delay in the date for pleading 1s 
granted it is believed the trial of the case 
will be reached some time in April or May. 
Whatever verdict is returned by the jury, 
there is little doubt that an appeal will be 
taken to the Supreme court of the United 
States. In view of its importance it will 
doubtless be advanced on the docket there, 
and the final decision should, in the opinion 
of lawyers, be reached within a year,

The unseasonably warm weather the laet 
week was responsible for diminished sales 
in some lines of the wholesale trade, par- 
ticularly in heavy wearing apparel, but in 
general there was a healthy volume of bus 
ness, comparing well with previous years 
during the corresponding period. Trade in 
building materials of all kinds has been un- 
usually active, the season having been much 
longer than customary, and caused a sharp 
inquiry for supplies.

For 
prompt delivery both basic and Bessemer 
are scarce. 

A steady inquiry has existed for heavy 
farm machinery, hardware, brass goods, 
boots and shoes, and staple goods of all 
kinds. Advance orders for spring delivery 
indicate a heavy volume of trade. Sales of 
automobiles have been large and inquiries 


received indicate that the coming year will 


far exceed 1906 in the number of vehicles 
sold. There is a growing demand for com- 
mercial vehicles, 

The demand for anthracite coal was firm 
during the week, and if the weather turns 
cold a sharp inquiry is expected. Country 
yards have but small stocks. The car sit- 
uation in every direction shows no improve- 
ment, and the shortage of fuel in the north- 
west is still marked. 

The wool market was active and firm, 
many buyers suddenly realizing the strong 
position of the market.
